The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
lent for week ending the 4th October, 1962, relate to 
77 towns with an estimated population of 24,346 thousands, 
he total number of towns is 281 and their population is 
4,764 thousands. Thus 63% of the total number of towns 
(presenting 70% of the total population is covered in 
"tie statement, The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
i these towns were 16,899 and 7,798 representing birth 
nd death rates of 36- 1 and 16 7 per thousand of 
lopulation respectively. 

(A) State* ( Parts A and C ). — The data here relate to 
62 towns with an estimated population ol 20,868 thou- 
iands. Information about Assam, Bihar and West Bengal 
ould not be included. The total number of towns is 235 and 
.heir population is 20,570 thousands. Thus 65% of the total 
lumber of towns representing 71% of the total popu- 
lation Is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 
■ecoided in these towns were 15,312 and 6,971 


representing birth and death rates of 38 ‘2 and 17‘4 jrer 
thousand of population respectively. 

Auakapalle in Madras -was the only town which had an high 
death rate of 63-2 per thousand of population and this high 
death rate was mainly due to deaths from cholera and 
fevers. 

(B) State s (Part B ). — The data here relate to 25 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,488 thousands. The total 
number of townB is 46 and their population is 5,104 thousands. 
Thus 54% of the total number ol towns representing 07% of 
the total population is oovered. The numbers of births and 
deaths recorded in these towns were 1,687 and 827 repre- 
senting birth and death rates of 23 ■ 7 and 12 '3 per thousand 
of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
pei thousand ot population.
